4. (Amended) The method according to Claim 3, wherein 
the composition comprises from 0.001%/ to 10% of the agonist by 
weight relative to the weight of the composition.

EP-2 receptor antagonist, a prostaglandin EP-4 receptor antagonist, 



or a combination thereof

medium including water or water and at least one organic solvent 
selected from the group consisting of hydrophilic organic solvents, 
lipophilic organic solvents/ amphiphilic solvents, and mixtures 
thereof .
